West Berlin Is Once Again 


A City Of Parks, Trees and Lakes

WEST BERLIN, Germany. — 
Though one doesn’t ordinarily 
think of a city of 2% million 
people as a likely place for hunt- 
ing, fishing, sailing, hiking and 
picnicking, residents of West Ber- 
line are able to do all that and 
more within their city limits. 

The Berliner is traditionally a 
cosmopolitan, cultured city per- 
son, but within each one beats the 
heart of an outdoorsman, So he 
has quietly set aside 17 per cent. 
of the city’s area for forests, and 
more acres are devoted to rivers 
and lakes, while every borough 
and suburb is dotted with gardens, 
tree-bordered streets and parks. 

Berlin's most famous park is

dedicated by British Foreign 
Minister Anthony Eden in 1952 


and now one of the favorite parts 
of the Tiergarten. 

One of Mayor Reuter’s last of- 
ficial duties before his death was 
the opening of the Park House— 
a white house roofed with straw 
and built on the foundations of 
a villa once belonging to the actor 
Gustav Grundgens in the English 
Garden. 

The zoological garden = and 
aquarium have been largely re- 
built, the aquarium opening to the 
public during 1953. 

There are more than 1,500 ani- 
mals in the zoo, among the many 
famous being Shanti, the little 
elephant presented to the children

the Tiergarten, known the world 
over for its beautiful trees and 
outstanding zoological and botani- 
cal gardens and aquarium, 

Almost completely destroyed by 
one of the last battles of World 
War II, the Tiergarten ruins were 
“Berlin’s worst war wound,” ac- 
cording to the late Mayor Ernest 
Reuter, who shared his fellow citi- 
zens’ great love for this beauti- 
ful park. Only 700 old trees re- 
mained, the zoo was shattered and 
all its animals gone, and vegetable 
gardens grew where once rare 
flowers bloomed. 

Today a complete metamorpho- 
sis has taken place, and the Tier- 
garten is again one of the world’s 
most beautiful parks, thanks to a 
remarkable plan for reforestation 
undertaken as a living friend- 
ship memorial. 

The Federal Republic of Ger- 
many, two federal states and 39 
individual towns in West Germany 
co-operated in sending young trees 
and money to Berlin, and several 
thousand populars, set out in 1950, 
form a thriving “nursery” shield- 
ing a beautiful large grove of 
young oak and beech trees. 

Near a grove of rhododendron, 
@ memorial stone has been erec- 
ted as an expression of gratitude 
to the sponsoring towns. In addi- 
tion, the British people sponsored 
the building of an English garden,

‘Plant Trees 


To Get A 
Cooler Home 


A cooler home is possible next 
summer without fans, blowers, 
or other electrical gadgets. Just 
plant a tree this winter. The 
many home owners who sweltered 
in the August and September hot 
spells will be surprised to learn 
indoor temperatures can be re- 
duced 20 degrees or more by 
strategically shading off the sun, 

It’s especially easy for owners 
of ranch or bungalow, one-storey 
homes, Simply plant a fairly 
mature tree which will shade a 
sizable portion of the roof and 
the west or south wall. 

Tree transplanting is safest 
after leaves have fallen and tree 
is dormant, according to some ex- 
perts, Fall or winter are ideal 
times to move in a good-sized 
tree. Good shade trees are maple,

locust, Check the type of tree with 
the locality, since certain trees 
grow better in one area than in 
another.

Spring-Lamb Pie Makes a Delicious Meal

1TH lamb prices down a little, it’s a good time for spring-lamb 

pie. Combined with well-seasoned mashed potatoes, small 
white onions, green peas and egg yolks, economy shoulder lamb 
produces a delicious one-dish meal. 


Spring-Lamb Pie 
(4 servings) 


Three pounds shoulder lamb, bone in; 2 cups water, % cup fat, 
1 teaspoon salt, % teaspoon pepper % cup flour, 3 cups lamb broth, 
1 teaspoon kitchen bouquet, 2 cups cooked green peas, 1 cup cooked 
small white onions, 2 to 3 cups well-seasoned mashed potatoes, 2 
egg yolks, beaten. 

Place lamb on rack in Dutch oven. Add water and cook over 
moderate heat until] tender, about 1% hours, Or cook in pressure 
saucepan for 20 minutes at 15 pounds pressure. Cool meat slightly 
in brath.
